The bill authorizes Government 
{inspectors to close mines when- 
ever they find imminent danger 
of explosion, flood, or fire, or 
accident in elevators and vehicles 
used by miners underground. 
Heretofore the federal inspectors 
have been restricted to making 
recommendations which mine op- 
erators could heed or disregard.

A check of Northeastern’s year- 
book, Detective James Corcoran 


| said, turned up a picture of 


Peakes. The resemblance be- 
tween the newspaper artist’s con- 
ception of the killer and the year- 
book picture was “amazing,” Cor- 
coran added. 

Peakes was quoted as declaring 
he went to the ninth floor office 
of the American Physical Society, 
where Miss Fahey worked, when 
the society failed to reply to his 
letters and pamphlets on elec- 
tronics theories. He was said alSo 
to have come to New York to 
inquire why a thesis he submitted 
was rejected. 

Did Not Know Girl. 

Peakes did not know the girl, 
police said, but shot the first 
person he saw in the office.

Miss Fahey was struck by six 
bullets from a .22-caliber pistol as 
she sat at her desk reading one 
of three letters she had received 
from her fiance, Marine Pfc. Ron- 
ald Leo who is coming home from 
Korea by air to attend her funeral. 

Peakes had been referred to as 
a former Columbia University 
student. Today the university an- 
nounced there is no record that 
Peakes ever took a course at Co- 
lumbia or ever applied for admis- 
sion to Columbia. 

When police closed in on him at 
his room in Boston, Peakes was 
quoted as saying: 
me—I’m the one who killed her.” 

“I was mad at Columbia be- 
cause I had been refused read- 
mission to the university and I 
just took it out on the first per- 
son I ran into who I thought was 
to blame, Peakes told police.

Why Others Can’t Win. 

“When the other fellows find 
they can’t win, I'll be there with 
the most,” Kerr remarked. “The 
Kefauver supporters aren’t going 
to switch to Senator Russell, and 
the Russell boys aren’t going over 
to Senator Kefauver. There’s no 
place for them to go but to me.” 

He was asked if the switch 

might be made to Mutual Secu- 
rity Administrator Averell Harri- 
gnan, 
“Not a chance,” he replied. “The 
only way Harriman can get votes 
is for somebody to take them to 
him. I haven’t seen any volun- 
teers for him.” 

On Eisenhower’s Prospects. 

At the dinner, Kerr entertained 
the partisan guests when he paid 
his respect to Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, the Republican nominee. 

“Ike didn’t have to take off 
his uniform and come home to 
keep Taft from becoming Presi- 
dent,” the Oklahoman said, “We 
Democrats were going to take 
care of that.” 

In a brief serious mood, Kerr 
declared there was no way to elect 
a Republican President without 
also electing a “reactionary Re- 
publican Congress.”

Reuther’s statement. stressed 
the demand that the party plat- 
form contain a pledge to change 
Senate rules so that filibusters 
against civil rights or other legis- 
lation could be shut off by a 
simple majority vote. Two thirds 
of the total Senate membership 
now must approve such a debate 
limitation. 

Unless the rules change is 
made, Reuther said, “all the fine 
words about the good, the true 
and the beautiful in the fields of 
human and civil right will be 
just so much pious political fly- 
paper to attract votes.” 

Gewirtz warned that civil rights 
advocates were tired of “too much 
lip service and not enough ful- 
fillment.” He said Democrats 
wanting to water down the Tru- 
man civil rights goals “had better 
retreat to the back of the class 
in’ practical politics.” 

‘Liberals Can Stay Home.’ 

Gerwitz warned that any retreat 
from the 1948 platform would cost 
the Democrats the election in No- 
vember, He said the Democrats 
can’t beat Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s Republican ticket in No- 
vember without the independent, 
liberal, labor and minority group 
vote the A.D.A, claims to repre- 
sent, 

He added: “To those Democrats 
who contend that the liberal-labor 
coalition and the great indepen- 
dent and minority vote in the 
country will have no place to go— 
just one word of warning: “These 
groups don’t have to go anywhere. 
They can just say home (on elec- 
tion day).” 

Representative Adam Clayton 
Powell, Negro, of New York, in 
a statement read for him, said 
that. if the Democratic platform 
lacks a strong civil rights plank 
Negro voters probably “will not 
go to the polls at all.” 

FEPC as Vote Getter. 

Representative Emanuel Celler 
of New York called for a com- 
pulsory Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Commission and said such a 
plank helped win the 1948 elec- 
tion for the Democrats. 

““We cannot take anything less 
in 1952,” Celler said, “if we are 
again to galvanize into action the 
independent voters whose choice 
will be decisive next November... 

“Let us make one plank, plain, 
simple, unequivocal so that even 
Eisenhower with all his naivete 
and gullibility can understand.” 

Celler said employment dis- 
crimination is nation-wide in 
scope and cannot be handled by 
state laws. Gen. Dwight Eisen- 
hower, the Republican presiden- 
tial nominee, has said he consid- 
ers employment discrimination 
chiefly a state problem. 

Jack Davis, representing the 
Federal Bar Association of New 
York, New Jersey and Connecti- 
cut, told the platform group. that 
an FEPC must have enforcement 
power if it is to be effective.

RUSSIA TO RECALL DIPLOMAT 
NAMED IN BRITISH SPY TRIAL 


Bows t@ London Demand — 
Embassy Figure Accused of 
Receiving Official Secrets. 
LONDON, July 17 (AP)—Russia 
bowed to Britain’s demand today 
and agreed to withdraw Soviet 
embassy diplomat Pavel Kuznet- 
sov from London after he was 

named in a British spy trial. 

Kuznetsov was ordered last 
Sunday to get out of the country 
within a week for his action in 
receiving official secrets from 
William Marshall, young British 
Foreign Office radio operator. 

Marshall was convicted July 10 
of passing to Kuznetsov secret 
information of value to an enemy. 
He was sentenced to five years in 
prison, 


MORALITY GUARDS QUIT; ‘MEN, 
NOT GIRLS, NEED PROTECTING’ 


LONDON, July 17 (AP)—Wom- 
en who patrol London’s railroad 
stations to guard young girls from 
vice and white-slave racketeers 


have been told to quit. 

The reason: A 1952°miss arriv- 
ing in the big city is quite capa- 
ble of looking after herself, says 
the National Vigilance Associ- 
ation. The association hired the 
morality patrols. 

“In fact,” commented Dowager 
Lady Nunburnholme, chairman of 
the association, “if anything it’s 
the young men who need protect- 
ing and looking after today.”

The Governor’s assistants felt 
that Stevenson could not reject 
the presidential nomination if the 
Democratic national convention 
handed it to him next week, but 
they said the Governor was sin- 
cere in his frequent denials that 
he is not a candidate for the nom- 
ination. 

None of Stevenson’s official 
family would permit himself to be 
quoted by name. In private con- 
versations, they put it this way: 

Stevenson is not interested in 
the White House in 1952 and 
wants to win another term as Gov- 
ernor of Illinois, but his high re- 
spect for the presidency would 
make it impossible for him to re- 
fuse if the convention overrode 
his wishes and picked him to run 
against Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

Governor to Remain Silent. 

Stevenson himself is through 
talking about.the whole question 
for a while. ,He has passed the 
word that he absolutely will not 
Say another word on the subject 
until the convention starts—and 
possibly not even then. 

In the months since his name 
was first mentioned as a presi- 
dential darkhorse, Stevenson’s de- 
nials have grown steadily strong- 
er. and his repudiations of such 
ambitions firmer. 

The Governor is a man who 
finds it difficult to take life com- 
pletely seriously. Last week at 
a press conference at Camp Rip- 
ley, Minn., where he had gone to 
review the Illinois National Guard 
encampment, he was faced with 
the inevitable question: would he 
accept a draft? 

“I would shoot myself,” Steven- 
son told reporters. | 

Stevenson’s intimates said the 
Govérnor’s present sentiments 
and opinions are reflected by the 
statements of [Illinois National 
Committeeman Jacob Arvey, one 
of Stevenson’s strongest boosters 
and political allies. 

What Arvey Says. 

Arvey said yesterday Stevenson 
appears to be definitely out of 
the running. 

“I have no hope at all of his 
. changing his mind,” Arvey told 
reporters. 

Arvey said he thinks now there 
is no chance for the convention 
to name Stevenson. 

A reporter noted that Arvey 
once said he would vote for Ste- 
venson on the first ballot. Had 
he changed his mind? 

“I'll have to change on that,” 
Arvey said. “I’m not going to 
vote for Stevenson on the first 
ballot.” 

Whom would he support? 

“The Illinois delegates will 
hold a caucus Sunday. My deci- 
sion will be that of the majority 
of the leaders of the Democratic 
party of Illinois.” 

That appeared to leave the door 
still open, however, for the Illi- 
nois delegates to stand firm be- 
hind Stevenson and cause Arvey 
to vote for the Governor. 

Many of Stevenson’s advisers 
{in Springfield feel that a draft 
is still a strong possibility. 

William I. Flanagan, Steven- 
son’s press secretary, said the 
Governor made the decision not 
to comment further on the nomi- 
nation because he feels that prac- 
tically all his comments on a pos- 
sible draft have been misinter- 
preted. 

Upset Over Houston Reports. 

He was particularly disturbed 
by news stories coming from the 
recent ‘governors’ conference at 
Houson, Tex., which said he had 
hinted, and even set conditions, 
that he would be available for a 
draft. 

“I think he has said every- 
thing to be said on the subject,” 
Flanagan said. 

Stevenson said in a telegram 
to Gov. Gordon Browning of Ten- 
nessee last night that the Demo- 
cratic party is fortunate in that 
its .national convention will be 
“free from the issues which 
plagued the Republican conven- 
tion.” He wired that he was un- 
aware of any basis for fears that 
the convention would not be 
“completely free in its selection 
both of a platform and a ticket.” 

Browning had sent telegrams to 
the other 22 Democratic gover-

A bill to close the police courts

The St. Louis County Water Co. 
does not now have sufficient reve- 
nue to finance a $7,760,665 expan- 
sion program proposed for the 
ears 1952, 1953 and 1954, A. L. 

oulehin, company accountant, 
said here toady. 

The utility has said its proposed 
expansion program would elim- 
inate in the future such water 
shortages as those which devel- 
oped in many sections of St. Louis 
county in last month’s record 
breaking heat spell, accompanied 
by a drouth. 

Houlehin testified at a Missouri 
Public’ Service Commission hear- 
ing on the company’s application 
for an annual rate increase of 
$851,000. His statement about the 
company’s inability to finance the 
scheduled expansion program 
was made in answer to questions 
by attorneys from municipalities 
objecting to the rate rise. 

“We are not financially sound 
enough to encourage lenders,” he 
said. 

Herman Barken, an assistant 
counselor for St. Louis county, 
questioned Houlehin closely on 
the water company’s increase in 
business since World War II. Bar- 
ken contended the increase should 
have been sufficient to offset 
added costs. 

Houlehin said that on Dec. 31, 
1951, the company had 83,524 
residential customers, compared 
with about 68,000 five years ago. 
He admitted that the number had 
nearly doubled in the last 20 
years, but said that wages of em- 
ployes had increased from an 
average of 70 cents an hour in 
1931 to $1.67 an hour now. 

He said on direct examination 
that. the amount of increase would 
range from 30 per cent to 42 per 
cent on water bills, with the 
higher amount charged customers 
living outside incorporated areas. 

Under the proposed rate sched- 
ule 90 cents would be added to 
the company’s basic $3 bill for 
each three months, he said. 

Houlehin estimated that the 
rate of return this year would be 
only 4.27 per cent, compared with 
the 6 to 6% per cent usually 
figured by the Public Service 
Commission as a reasonable rate. 
He said the new rates would 
jump the return to 5.54 per cent 
this year, to 6.42 .in 1953 and 
6.31 in 1954.

James M. Douglas Calls Shake-Up 
By Vote Board a ‘Desperate’ Move 


Donnelly Backer Assails ‘Shenanigans’ of 
Callanan-Hogan-Shenker Faction as 
Unprecedented Here. 


The shake-up of precinct elec- 
tion officials directed by the St. 
Louis Board of Election Commis- 
sioners was sharply criticized 
yesterday by James M. Douglas, 
St. Louis campaign chairman for 
former Gov, Phil M. Donnelly in 
the contest for the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination. ~ 

Speaking at a meeting of the 
organization committee of the 
Donnelly forces at Hotel Jeffer- 
son, Douglas said the “strange 
tactics” which have been adopted 
in the campiagn “are those of 
desperate men.” 

Donnelly’s supporters have 
charged the shake-up of election 
officials was instigated by the 
party faction headed by Sheriff 
Thomas F. Callanan, which is sup- 
porting Donnelly’s only opponent 
for the nomination, Congressman 
Phil J. Welch. 

‘Shenanigans’ Decried. 

“Never before in the history of 
St. Louis have we seen such shen- 
anigans as have taken place in 
the Election Board,” Douglas said. 
“We find that election officials 
have been shuffled and shifted 
in an effort to make them quit, 
so that new election officials of 
the choosing of the Callanan- 
Shenker-Hogan faction may be 
substituted for them.” 

Recalling that Paul C. Calca- 
terra, Election Board chairman, 
originally explained the move 
was intended to break up “cli- 
ques” to assure an accurate can- 
vass of the voters, Douglas com- 
mented sarcastically: 

“Amazingly enough, we find 
that cliques exist practically ex- 
clusively in only a few wards 


and, strangely enough, those are 
the wards which are supporting 
Donnelly for Governor.” 

Shifts in Donnelly Wards. 

He referred to the fact that of 
the 13 wards in which election 
officials were shuffled, transfers 
were most widespread in the six 
supporting Donnelly, as shown by 
the Post-Dispatch through investi- 
gation of board records. 

“Thme facts are,” Douglas as- 
serted, “that every conceivable 
effort is being made in this elec- 
tion to defeat Donnelly. Our op- 
ponents want to keep control of 
the Election Board in the worst 
possible way, 

“They desperately want to 
achieve control of the Police 
Board in St. Louis. The only 
way they can get it is to defeat 
Donnelly. They know that under 
his administration only the high- 
est type persons would be ap-‘ 
pointed to these major offices. 

‘Must Work Twice as Hard.’ 

“We must work twice as hard 
and make the issues clear, so the 
people may understand the differ- 
ence between government con- 
trolled by a machine and good 
government by an independent 
Democrat like Donnelly.” 

Donnelly supporters have 
pointed out that the switching of 
election officials increases the 
possibility of inaccuracies in the 
city-wide canvass of voters to be 
made tomorrow and Saturday. It 
is more difficult for the clerks 
to make an accurate canvass in 
districts with which they are un- 
familiar than in precincts with 
which they are familiar and know 
many of the residents, Donnelly 
supporters said. 


EAST SIDE BUS FIRM 
TO ASK FOR 10-CENT 
FARE, SERVICE CUT 


An application by East St. 
Louis City Lines, Inc., for a bus 
fare increase to 10 cents and re- 
duction of service was to be pre- 
sented to the Illinois Commerce 
Commission at Springfield today. 
Present bus fare in East St. Louis 
is 742 cents. 

The company will ask that the 
fare increase be effective Aug. l, 
and will seek authorization to re- 
duce bus service by 3 to 5 per 
cent at the same time, it was an- 
nounced by Ralph James, operat- 
ing manager. Tokens for city 
rides, now two for 15 cents, 
would be eliminated under the 
proposal, James told the East St.

Resolution Serves Notice 
on Tories of Possible 
End to Bipartisan For- 
eign Policy.

signed a bill clearing the way for

4ng began in Korea to share in 

benefits amounting to about a bil-

like that received by World War 

ZI veterans, but there are some 

changes—in the amounts of money 

available and in the way the pro- 

Zram is to be run. 

» The act provides mustering-out 
ay, unemployment benefits of 
26 a week up to a total of 26 

weeks, and financial backing for 

home and business loans. 

It will provide benefits for 
service personnel released after 
June 27, 1950 and will operate 
until the President or Congress 
wipes it off the books. 

Who is Eligible. 

_ Eligible veterans include those 

who served 90 days or more and 

were discharged under conditions 
other than dishonorable. 

For each day of military serv- 
ice, a veteran will be entitled to 
14% days of education up to a 
maximum of 36 months. However, 
if the ex-G.I. qualified for train- 
ing by reason of. World War II 
service and then put in additional 
duty after Korea began, he will 
be permitted a top total of 48 
months of training. 

If the veteran wants formal 
schooling, he can go to an insti- 
tution approved by the VA or 
state agencies. He can go full- 
time or part-time. 

A veteran going to school full- 
time, will draw $110 a month if 
he has no dependents, $135 if he 
has one dependent, and $160 if he 
has more than one dependent. 
The rates are scaled down for 
those who take their training on 
a three-fourths or half-time basis. 

With these funds, veterans will 
pay their own tutition fees, buy 
books and take care of living ex- 
penses. 

They will be permitted to at- 
tend only schools that have been 
in operation at least one year and 
have at least a 15 per cent non- 
veteran enrollment. Congress told 
the VA to be on guard against 
schools trying to dodge this re- 
quirement by hiring non-veter- 
ans to enroll. 

On-the-Job Training. 

If a veteran chooses on-the-job 
training, he will receive $70 a 
month if he has no dependents, 
$85 if one dependent and $105 if 
more than one dependent, Such 
allowances will be knocked out or 
reduced, however, if the allowance 
‘plus a veteran’s earnings from 
‘work done in connection with his 
‘training exceed $310 a month.

A “final” offer by the Motor 
Carriers’ Council made last night 
was rejected today by AFL team- 
sters and negotiations betweén 
the union and the council were 
broken off as the strike con- 
tinued for the seventeenth day. 

However, a spokesman for the 


drivers said that the union had 
drawn up its own contract includ- 
ing the wage increase it is de- 
manding, and four trucking com- 
panies had already signed. Trucks 
of these firms will begin operat- 
ing tomorrow, the spokesman 
said, and will be ~guaranteed 
safety from pickets by displaying 
special windshield stickers. “He 
declined to name the companies. 

About 1200 drivers employed 
by firms in the council are on 
strike. 

An approximately equal num- 
ber of drivers for firms repre- 
sented by the Team and Truck 
Owners’ Association also are on 
strike. The strikers are repre- 
sented by AFL Teamsters Locals 
600 and 729. 

The new offer would provide a 
3l-cent hourly wage increase in 
two installments—15% cents im- 
mediately, and an additional 15% 
cents in the second year of a 
two-year contract. The council 
also offered a 40-hour, five-day 
week, “with the proviso that if 
drivers were required to work on 
Saturday they would: be guaran-

TAFT STILL THINKS 
"TRUMAN WILL RUN 


Says Democrats Will Name 
Him Because Other Candi- 
dates Are Weak. 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
predicted yesterday that the Dem- 
ocrats would nominate President 


Truman again at their national 
convention next week. 

Taft told reporters he always 
felt that in the end the Demo- 
crats would turn to Truman. 

He said he expects the Demo- 
crats to decide that various weak- 
nesses rule out all the other con- 
tenders for the nomination. 

Taft added that Truman has 
plenty of wekanesses himself but 
nonetheless is the best-known of 
all the Democrats and would have 
the full power of the Democratic 
organization behind him. 


Truman has said repeatedly he 
is not a candidate for another 
term, and only Tuesday Demo- 
cratic national chairman Frank E. 
McKinney said that in view of 
Truman’s expressed wishes to 
him, he would feel duty-bound to 
discourage any draft movement. 

Taft interrupted a vacation at 
Murray Bay, Quebec, to come 
here and attend to some work in 
his Senate office. 

He declined to talk about Re- 
publican politics or his defeat by 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower for 
the Republican nomination. He 
did say, however, that he had re- 
ceived thousands of letters from 
friends and supporters protesting 
against the convention’s failure 
to nominate him. 

Taft plans to return to Murray 
Bay Saturday and remain there 
until Sept. 7.

BRITAIN IS NO. 1 
DEBTOR OF EUROPE 


PAYMENTS UNION 


PARIS, July 17 ‘AP)—The 
European Payments Union re- 
ported yesterday Britain has be- 
come the union’s No. 1 debtor in 
its two years of operation. 

The E.P.U. is the financial 
clearing house set up by western 
European nations for settling 
their debts to one another on a 
multilateral basis rather than 
in restricted country-to-country 
channels. Each member was given 


a debt quota after which pay- | 


ments would have to be made to 
the E.P.U. in gold. 

The summary of E.P.U. ac- 
counts since 1950 showed Britain 
in the red $1,119,100,000. This 
was despite a $25,000,000 reduc- 
tion in Britain’s debt made by 
the E.P.U. council on an excep- 
tional basis last month. 

The British total included 
credits of $636,000,000 made to 


Britain, and $483,100,000 in gold | 
which Britain was required to pay | 
its credit | 


because it exceeded 
quota. Before the decision last 
month this gold payments figure 
had been $508,100,000. 

Britain was originally rated as 
a creditor nation when the E.P.U. 
was established, and was expected 
to provide other members with 
an extra credit of $150,000,000.

The pamphlet is entitled “Fuel , 
for the Good Dragon.”

What has been achieved in For- 
mosa is proof “that American 
ideals and techniques can meet 
the East’s demand for an eco- 
nomic revolution,” says the 
pamphlet.

offers revolution through war, op- 
pression and fear; it sees Amer- 
ica showing the way to economic 
revolution through peaceful medi- 
ation and education.” 

This demonstration of what the 
United States can accomplish will 
hold out hope “not only to the 
Chinese mainland but to all of 
Asia,” MSA declares at another 
point. American aid has also ap-

Stiff Necks in Steel 


All reports from Pittsburgh agree that the dif- 
ferences between steel management and labor 
over the union shop have become so shadowy 
that they could be settled in an hour if either 
side were willing to make slight concessions. 

Every day of lost production is costly. Above 
all, every day of idle ore shipping on the Great 
Lakes is costly, for the ore that is not shipped 
this summer cannot be shipped next winter when 
ice closes the waterway. 

In these circumstances the perpetuation of 
the deadlock by minute differences over hair- 
line points is unforgivable. 

Does the steel industry have nobody in it big 
enough to settle now and get back to work? 

At this stage the main responsibility for pro- 
longing the deadlock seems to rest on the big 
steel companies. For if they have accepted a 
modified form of the union shop, as reported, 
they have no excuse for quibbling over details. 

According to The New York Times, the issues 
now in dispute are whether a new employe 
should have 15 days, or 10 days, in which to 
withdraw from the union after being nominally 
required to join it on employment; and whether 
he should be required to give notice of with- 
drawal by registered letter or a 3-cent letter; 
and whether a copy of the letter should go to 
the union of not; and whether old employes 
who have been members in the past should be 
subject to this procedure. 

Do these sound like grave and irreconcilable 
differences of principle, so weighty that they 
justify continuation of a tie-up that has already 
cost 13 million tons of steel? 

They do not. They sound like the hair-splitting 
of stiffnecked men to whom a private wrangle 
has become more important than the public 
interest. 
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The Woolly Dean 


Prime Minister Churchill and the Archbishop 
of Canterbury have decided that nothing can or 
should be done to shut up the Dean of Canter- 
bury.

Nixon Plugs Bridges 

Senator Nixon of California, G.O.P. vice- 
presidential nominee, says that the Republi- 
cans have three responsibilities with respect to 
top spots in Congress. These are: to return 
Joseph W. Martin of Massachusetts to the 
speaker’s chair in the House; to make Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio chairman of the Ma- 
jority Policy Committee, and to advance Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire from the post of 
Minority Leader in the Senate to Majority 
Leader. 

This is not the time to review in detail the 
record of Senator Bridges. It is enough now 
to recall that he did everything he could to de- 
feat his .able colleague from New Hampshire, 
Charles W. Tobey, in the Republican primary 
two years ago. Had Senator Bridges been suc- 
cessful in that effort he would have deprived 
the Senate of one of its most valuable members. 


Senator Bridges may be identified, too, as 
one of the persistent seekers of more money for 
the discredited Chiang Kai-shek. Also as a 
politician who took $1000 from Alfred Kohlberg, 
financial angel of tne American China Policy 
Association, propaganda source for the China 
Lobby. Also as a Senator who piped Kohlberg’s 
handouts into the upper branch of Congress. 
Also as the Senator who was on John L. Lewis’ 
payroll for $35,000 a year. 


Senator Nixon may think it a good idea to 
emphasize. the fact that he believes the Senate 
will be better off with Styles Bridges as its 
leader. Somehow we have the gnawing notion 
that this prospect will cost the G.O.P. ticket 
a brace of votes for every 6ne it gains. 
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A Job for Diplomats 


A sample of the sort of inept talk that gets 
the United States into trouble with its allies was 
presented in Tokyo by Gen. J. Lawton Collins, 
United States Army Chief of Staff. 

Back from a tour of the Korean front, he 
threatened the Communists with further “tough 
bombings” if they do not agree to an armistice 
soon. He also said that we would strike back 
with every possible weapon, except germ war- 
fare, if an “outside power” entered the war. He 
did add that the United States would “undoubt- 
edly consult the United Nations before using 
atomic artillery or bombs.” 

It would be questionable judgment at any 
time for a United States officer, not specifically 
authorized to do so, to make policy statements 
about a military action undertaken on the re: 
sponsibility of the United Nations. and with the 
active participation of a dozen other govern- 
ments. 

In this instance Gen. Collins speaks in the 
wake of the protests against the recent bomb- 
ings of the Yalu power plants. Secretary of 
State Acheson had to explain the failure to con- 
sult other governments in advance of that ac- 
tion. He said we had actually planned to do so; 
that the failure was inadvertent, not intentional. 
Gen. Collins made no contribution to the ac- 
ceptability of the Acheson statement. | 
‘ It is true that the Korean action is largely 
an American effort. But will anybody say that 
U.N. authorization and Allied support are mean- 
ingless to us? Will anybody say that Allied co- 
operation in other parts of the world, especially 
in Europe, is worth nothing to us? bis 2. 

If we are engaged in a joint effort for the 


preservation of peace in many parts of the 
world, is it not then a matter of simple wisdom 
to consult with our partners? Is it not well worth 
while to avoid giving the impression that we 
feel they must dance to any tune we may whistle? 

It should be clear that we cannot police the 
world alone. We need partners. To keep them, 
we need to treat them with consideration—even 
when we feel it necessary to bring our full pres- 
sure to bear on their decisions.

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Are Auto Rates Too High? 


The sharp increases in-automobile liability 
insurance rates which went into effect this week 
deserve the most skeptical and thorough inves- 
tigation by the Missouri Division of Insurance. 
For they not only affect people’s pocketbooks, 
which is serious enough—they are -bound to 
affect also the financial responsibility of drivers 
on the streets and highways. There will be a 
strong temptation on automobile owners, al- 
ready hard-pressed by continuing inflation, to 
resort to false economy by dropping their liabil- 
ity insurance. 

St. Louis’s increase of more than 30 per cent 
brings the combined rise in a little more than 
a year to 63 per cent. In St. Louis county 
the new increase is 37 per cent. These are 
hard blows at the consumer and we cannot be- 
lieve that thoughful insurance men will be any 
happier about-it than those who are paying 
the bills. Insurance, like many other lines 
of business, can price itself out of the market. 

Nationally the trend in automobile liability 
insurance rates is upward. There were half 
a million more traffic casualties last year than 
there were in 1941, and the average payment 
on accident claims rose from $68 in 1950 to 
$78.50 last year. Superintendent C. L. Leggett 
of the Missouri Division of Insurance may ac- 
cordingly have a strong presumption that some 
increase in this state is justified. We trust 
that when the insurance companies produce the 
information he has called for in support of their 
increase, he will require them to prove their 
case every percentage point of the way. 
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Ghosts in the Precincts? 

“Well, I see where the Election Board is still 
at it,”’ said the man next door, resting both fore- 
arms on our battered backyard fence. “Last week 
they transferred most of the Democratic clerks 
in the six wards Phil Donnelly is counting on, 
and now they’re giving the Republicans the 
same treatment.”

Like this: 

“The big job these election clerks do is the 
precinct canvass,” he said. “On Friday and Sat- 
urday, they'll pair off—one Democrat and one 
Republican—and begin. ringing doorbells. They 
are supposed to make sure everybody on the 
registration list is accounted for. If they run 
across a name and can’t find anyone to fit it, 
they strike it off the lists. That’s the only way 
you can be sure that the ghosts won’t be voting 
in the primary.” 

“Sounds reasonable,” we said. The man next 
door ignored the intrusion and continued: 

“So long as one of the clerks is familiar with 
the precinct, there isn’t too much chance that 
anything could go wrong. But now that they’ve 
begun moving the Republican clerks anything 
might happen. Look at it this way: even with 
the best of intentions, a pair of strange clerks in 
a strange precinct can make a lot of innocent 
mistakes; dnd if someone were out to pull the 
wool over their eyes, it wouldn’t take much 
pulling.” 

“You mean,” we asked, “that these transfers 
could make it easier for the ghosts to outvote 
the living?” 

“Could be, neighbor, could be,” said the man 
next door. “But I’ve got my fingers crossed. 
The grand jury is still in session.” 
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An Economy “Displaced” 

Dramatic demands for economy sometimes 
fizzle out in Congress when they come down to 
a non-dramatic lével, such as a practical sugges- 
tion for the use of margarine in the United 
States Navy. A bill under which the Navy would 
have been permitted to use margarine was “‘dis- 
placed” before the Eighty-second Congress ad- 
journed, which meant that action in the near 
future was unlikely. 

How much this means in terms of economies 
unseized, the taxpayer may gather from a look 
at New. York City. There, the municipal govern- 


- ment turned from 72-cents-a-pound butter to 26- 


cents-a-pound margarine for its hospitals and 
correctional institutions after the state removed 
a long-standing ban on colored margarine. The 
saving to the taxpayers of New York City is 
estimated at $240,000 a year. 

If. enough members of the Senate and the 
House can get themselves out from under the 
butter lobby’s thumb, corresponding savings, on 
a very much larger scale, can. be made in the 
Federal Government’s purchases.

The news that both Houses of the 
United States Congress have over-ridden 
the presidential veto and passed the Mc- 
Carran-Walters Immigration Act will have 
come as a shock to people in all parts of 
the world. 

The disquieting clauses of the bill are 
not. only those relating to the immigra- 
tion restrictions, but also those dealing 
with the status of “‘naturalized citizens” in 
the United States, an immigration country. 


Under the act citizens who were not 
born on American soil—even though they 
may have been brought there as babes in 
arms, and know no other country—will 
be deprived of certain of their hitherto 
“inalienable” rights. If they are presumed 
to be guilty, or liable in the future to be- 
come guilty, of holding opinions dissenting 
from whatever social, political and eco- 
nomic ideas may be ruling at the time, 
these citizens may be arrested and de- 
ported by administrative order, 


This measure may virtually create two 
classes of citizens, those who were born 
in the United States, and the rest, who 
will no longer be safe in exercising their 
political rights for fear of deportation. 

That this is no chimera can be seen by 
examining the views of Senator McCarran, 


an active propagandist for Gen. Franco. 
For McCarran and his backers, all prog- 
ressive and liberal thought is anathema. 
It is no accident that during the passage 
of the bill through the House of Represen- 
tatives, many of its supporters took the op- 
portunity to make anti-Semitic and anti- 
Negro statements. 

The views of many of America’s most 
illustrious citizens, including Tom Paine 
and Benjamin Franklin, diametrically op- 
posed to those of the sponsors of McCar- 
ran’s bill, might never have been published 
if immigrants’ rights had been curtailed 
then as they are now. 

In its attitude towards immigration. the 
bill marks the end of America’s tradition 
as the “new world.” 

The quota system, first adopted in the 
twenties, like opposition to free immigra- 
tion and absorption, has always been a 
sign of isolationism, from the days of 
“Mugwumps” and ‘“Know-Nothings” to 
the isolationism of the anti-Wilsonian re- 
action in the twenties. 

The dynamic America. confident that it 
could assimilate every kind of immigrant 
from the old world, is the America that 
has received world-wide admiration and 
affection. 

America’s detractors, and those who 
stand to gain by her unpopularity and her 
withdrawal from .world affairs, will wel- 
come the McCarran Act. 

Those who hoped for much from Amert- 
ca in world affairs will be dismayed, 
though they will continue to hope that 


McCarranism is not allowed to spill over . 
“ further into the United States foreign 


policy. 


The Lesser Evil for Missouri

Missouri has been saved from an at- 
large election of Congressmen and stuck 
with gerrymandered congressional districts 
for the next 10 years. On the practical 
side, we believe the state has come out 
with the lesser of the two evils. . 


Of course the State Supreme Court was 
concerned with an interpretation of the 
Constitution and not the merits of the 
districts or an at-large election. The court 
was confronted with the question of 
whether the Republicans had submitted 
all their required referendum petitions 
before the effective date of the redistrict- 
ing law. 

As far as the referendum is concerned, 
the Republicans have to accept the fact 
that they didn’t get enough valid signa- 
tures in time. The state has escaped the 
confusion of around a hundred congres- 
sional candidates making state-wide races. 
If the referendum had gone through, the 
redistricting law couldn’t have become 
effective. There would have been no legal 
congressional districts in time for this 
election and all candidates would have 
been forced to run at large. 


The Missourl Farmers’ Association 
brought the suit and it is easy to see good 
reasons for its concern. A state-wide elec- 
tion of Congressmen gives undue influence 
to the big blocks of organized city votes. 
It leaves the people in the various parts 
of the state with little voice in the selec- 
tion of Congressmen to represent them. 


We don’t condone the Democrats’ gerry- 
mandered districts in any sense. They 
went all the way to shift district lines in a 
way that would favor Democratic congres- 
sional candidates for the next 10 years. 

Fortunately there is a limit to what poll- 
ticians can accomplish by this ruthless old 
game. They can pick up real advantages 
but they dan’t eliminate people who may 
vote for the opposing party. Shifting the 
lines to favor one district frequently cre- 
ates a problem for the party in an ad- 
joining district. 

Anyway, the issue is settled. The state 
can have an orderly congressional election. 
If this turns out to be their big year, the 
Republicans can carry a considerable num- 
ber of districts that the gerrymander la- 
beled “Democratic.”

Between Book Ends 


A Survey Too Generalized 


EDUCATION AND AMERICAN CIVILIZATION, by 
George S$. Counts. (Bureau of Publications, Teachers 
College, Columbia University, 491 pgs., $3.75.) 
The purpose of this book, in the words 

of the preface, is to “develop a concep- 
tion of American education which will 
support the values of free society in the 
present troubled age.” Such is a worthy 
aim, and when it is stated by a professor 
of education in an important university 
(Columbia), the reader expects much. Un- 
fortunately the performance is less than 
satisfying, for Professor Counts tries to 
cover so much ground that he never man- 
ages to give us his blueprint for education 
in the atomic age. 


At least half of the book is devoted to 
a rapid survey of American history and 
cultural origins, but the teacher, school 
administrator, and informed layman to 
whom the book is addressed will find here 
no new insights into 
American experi- 
ence. Professor 
Counts has read 
widely and _  docu- 
mented ably, but it 
seems hardly neces- 
sary to prove that 
America was settled 
by many different 
nationalities or that 
life in America to- 
day is totally differ- 
ent from life in the 
agrarian nineteenth 
century. 

Professor Counts’ 
concept of American 
education for the future is stated only in 
general terms, and it is hard to pin him 
down to specific proposals. He would dis- 
claim any attempt to prescribe specifics, 
but since he does not do so, he is reduced 
to laboring the obvious. He believes, for 
example, that teachers must know more 
about American history than they do, that 
they must cherish democratic values more 
strongly than they have, that they must 
teach what they know more effectively 
than ever before. With these propositions 
there can be no quarrel—any more than 
with a politician's praise of God, home and 
mother love. 

From time to time Professor Counts 
favors precise objectives, especially in his 
discussion of teachers. He thinks that 
teachers should be paid more and that 
they should enjoy a higher social position. 
He says that teachers need a powerful 
organization, but he does not say if he is 
thinking of a teachers’ union or a profes- 
sional organization such as the Modern 
Language Association. On some matters 
he is even contradictory. On page 496 he 
seems to oppose federal aid to education, 
although on page 340 he says that federal 
funds must strengthen education in poor 
communities. But nowhere does he men- 
tion proposed legislation already intro- 
duced before Congress. 

In short, this book does not answer the 
many questions which the teacher or 
school administrator must face daily.

‘Back Room Boys. 


Now, from every side, there are 
hopeful gentlemen nodding “yes” 
like so many metronomes, monot- 
onously—but much more vigor- 
ously than really is polite for men 
who, according to custom, should 
stand solemnly on their dignity 
and sternly pronounce, without 
blushing or blinking, that they 
are only answering the call of 
the people. 

To watch them nod, you'd 
think the people were screaming. 

This makes the whole business 
a bit unwieldy for those we know 
as “the boys in the back room.” 

These, including naturally the 
experienced gentleman in a back 
room at the White House in 
Washington, are in more serious 
mood than the candidates and 
their fans. The latter at this 
stage are all wearing the legend- 
ary rose-colored glasses through 
which there comes the vision of 
stampeding delegates crying the 
names of: 

Barkley, Dever, Fulbright, Har- 
riman, Humphrey, Kefauver, Kerr, 
McMahon, Rayburn, Russell, Stev- 
enson, Williams and so on.

His 
screeching advance guard no 
sooner got to town than it was 
shouting for “‘a people’s conven- 
tion’”’—a slogan to which it really 
has the only valid claim. 

They cried aloud about combi- 
nations of “bosses” to “stop’”’ Sen- 
ator Kefauver, and made insinu- 
ations, hotly denied, that another 
candidate was trying to lure away 
Kefauver delegates in California 
by paying their expenses. 


This all sounded like an echo of. 


that other so-called “people's con- 
vention” held here last week. But 
Senator Kefauver really has a 
eopyright on this strategy, which 
he took out months ago. 

The real managers of the com- 
ing convention do not, of course, 
want any monkey business noised 
around, any political “black sox” 
scandal. That would create a bad 
impression. They are having 
trouble enough, anyhow, with the 
scandal issue in Washington. 


Anybody But Estes. 


But neither do they want Estes. 
So, if it becomes necessary, 
they'll shove this “‘people’s con- 
vention” into a telephone booth 
with the other end of the line 
leading into a room at the White 
House and again, as since 1936, 
seek the help of one man’s word. 

Not for himself—for he’s out of 
it—but for some “man who” other 
than Estes. Sooner or later, it is 
generally agreed here, that 
“word” will be needed to bring 
order out of chaos—and will

Eviction of the Community 
Playhouse by the Artists’ Guild 


Guild membership, and not left 
to the Guild board of governors 
alone, Henry Chadeayne, long a 
leader in both feuding orga 

tions, insisted today in a letter, 
copies of which were sent to 
nergy and Playhouse board mem- 

rs. 

Condemning last Sunday’s lock- 
out, Chadeayne commented: “What 
a way to terminate a relationship 
of such long standing!” He said 
he was satisfied Guild governors, 


| when apprised of the facts, would 


be as “shocked” as he was at the 
“callous” treatment. 

Chadeayne, an insurance execu- 
tive who has been treasurer of 
bother groups as well as Guild 
president, dismissed as “pure fan- 
tasy” the notion a drama section 
within the Guild would work. 
This, he said, is the ‘proposal of 
Jim Harmon, current Guild head, 
instigator of the fockout. Harmon 
is an artist now teaching in the 
Washington University summer 
session. 

_Asserts Revenue Is Needed. 

The Guild has been dependent 
on Playhouse rental to balance its 
budget, Chadeayne said. “The 
Guild,” he declared, “‘cannot sus- 
tain itself by artists and art lov- 
ers sitting around admiring each 
other’s offerings any more than 
the economy of the United States 
can be supported by our doing 
each other’s laundry.” 

Now Playhouse treasurer, Chad- 
eayne addressed his letter to 
Harmon. He wrote: 

“Certainly during the past year 
the Playhouse has had a respons-. 
ible board and... an efficient 
director, ready at all times to 
carry on theater activities with 
due regard for Guild and Play- 
house. 

“Then came your ultimatum to 
the Playhouse—Join the Guild as 
members—Lose your identity as 
a separate organization—Curtail 
the theater program to three plays 
—Devote more attention to ‘Ex- 
perimental Theater.’ In_ short, 
turn back the clock to the days 
when the theater was first 
brought into existence, and carry 
on as a drama section of the 
Guild. 

Recalls Plan’s Beginning. 

“It was tried and found want- 
ing. Under the genius of (the 
late) Clark McAdams, the sepa- 


jrate theater organization came 


into being, because the other plan 
did not work. He recognized, as 
did his associates in the Guild 
and the Players, that a separate 
organization was a necesity if the 
theater was to grow and flourish 
and play its part in the cultural 
life of St. Louis. It is as true 
today as it was then.” 

Harmon’s proposal to derive 
Guild income from rental of the 
building to outside organizations 
could result in loss of the Guild’s 
= exempt status, Chadeayne’ 
said.

And then there is 
the very human desire to live 
longer in the kind of peace and 
quiet that no occupant of the 
White House can ever enjoy. 


Persons close to the President 
represent his attitude toward the 
party as that of a somewhat dis- 
illusioned father toward a way- 
ward and spendthrift family. He 
feels that he has done all that he 
should be called upon to do. 
Someone else must now take up 
the burden. If the children cannot 
agree among themselves, then 
that is just too bad. 


More Circus Interludes. 


This overlooks, of course, his 
deep loyalty to the party. If the 
Democrats should go through

HELSINKI, July 17 (AP) —A 
thorough shakeup in the entire 
Olympic program was forecast to-. 
day to make sure that everybody 
taking part is a simon-pure ama- 


teur. 
The move would be a logical 
step in view of the elevation yes- 


terday of Avery Brundage of Chi- 


ternational Olympic Committee. 

The 1.0.C. runs the Olympic 
program. This has grown from a 
handful of sports and athletes at 
Athens in 1896 to the present 
octopus of 20 sports and 8000 
competitors for the Helsinki 
games which open Saturday. 

Brundage is the world’s leading 
advocate of amateur sports. He 
has fought the inroads of profes- 
sionalism at every occasion with- 
out regard to his personal pop- 
ularity. 

Both in his position as presi- 
dent of the United States Olympic 
Committee and as a member of 
the 1.0:C. Executive Commission 
he has opposed any suggestion to 
liberalize the interpretation of an 
amateur. 

Sometimes Loses. 

Many times he has fought a los- 
ing battle as he did in 1950 when 
he sought to rule ski instmuctors 
out of subsequent winter Olympic 
games.

30,000 MISSOURI VETERANS 
TO GET PENSION BOOSTS 


Approximately 30,000 World 
War I, peacetime service, World 
War II and Korean war veterans 
in St. Louis and eastern Missouri 
will get increases in July checks 
to be received Aug. 1, E. J. Wie- 
land, manager of the St. Louis 
regional office of the Veterans 
Administration, announced today. 

Veterans rated from 19 to 49 
per cent disabled due to wartime 
or extra-hazardous duty will re- 
ceive about 5 per cent more.

We find Thompson seedless 
grapes and a few red Malagas 
and Ribiers; Santa Rosa and El 
Dorado plums (the latter a small, 
dark, flat plum); Bing and Lam- 
bert cherries from Utah, Idaho 
and Washington. Monday saw the 
arrival of a carload of Bartlett 
pears from California—the first 
of the season. Supplies of citrus 
are adequate, with oranges and 
grapefruit from both Florida and 
California, and plenty of lemons. 
Watermelons seem to be getting 
better all the time; the same is 
true of honeydews, which are also 
more abundant. 

Peaches are coming to us from 
all directions, with many varie- 
ties represented. Now is the time 
to get home grown goose plums;

Plenty of new 
apples and, surprisingly enough, 
some of the old Willow Twigs 
and Winesaps are of better qual- 
ity than they were earlier in the 
season.

tatoes last week—not cheap, not 
fancy looking, but a welcome ad- 
dition to potato supplies.

Tomatoes are becoming more 
p'entiful—the quality not as good 
es we hope to see a little later. 
lhe few handsome ones that are 
around are carrying a high tariff. 

Homegrown leaf lettuce, carrots, 
white and acorn squash are among 
the better vegetable buys. Cauli- 


taining should be shelved when 
summer weather rolls around. As 
fussy curtains and knicknacks 
are packed away to give. the il- 
lusion of more space and airiness, 
so entertaining is shorn of some 
of its fuss. 

While summer meals are sim- 
plified for the family, taking care 
to provide the needed nutrition, 
so summer entertaining is cut 


to a dessert and a drink of some 
kind. Iced tea or coffee, a cold 
fruit drink and a favorite des- 
sert that can be prepared in the 
cool of the morning are very 
welcome by those friends who are 
to drop in for “dessert.”

Creamy Tapioca Mold With 

Peaches. 

One egg white, four tablespoons 
sugar, one egg yolk, two cups 
milk, one-eighth teaspoon salt, 
three tablespoons quick-cooking 
tapioca, one-half teaspoon vanilla, 
one and one-half teaspoons gela- 
tin dissolved in two tablespoons 
cold water. Fresh peaches, sliced. 

Beat egg white until foamy. 
Add two tablespoons of the sugar 
gradually, and continue beating 
until mixture stands in very soft 
peaks. Set aside. 

Mix egg yolk with a small 
amount of the milk in saucepan. 
Add remaining sugar, salt, tapioca 
and remaining milk. Cook and 
stir over medium heat until mix- 
ture comes to a boil five to eight 
minutes. 

Pour small amount of hot mix- 
ture gradually on egg-white 
meringue; blend. Add remaining 
mixture, stirring constantly. (The 
hotter the tapioca and the faster 
it is blended in, the thicker the 
pudding will be.) Add vanilla and 
dissolved gelatin; blend well. Cool 
20 minutes, stir and turn into one- 
quart mold. Chill until firm. Un- 
mold and serve with sliced fresh 
or frozen peaches. Makes six 
servings. 

Chocolate Almond Chiffon Pie.

Of course you will pay premi- 

um prices for chops and cutlets, 
but there are good values in breast 
for braising or for pocket roast, 
and in some of the less tender 
cuts which can be simmered and 
used for salads, casserole dishes 
or jellied loaves. Remember that 
veal is the most delicate of all, 
meats and that it blends beauti- 
fully with fruit or sour cream. 

Pork is on the scarce side; there 
4s little change in beef. Poultry 
has advanced because the chick- 
ens refused to eat during the hot 
weather. _We need not remind 
you that réady-to-serve meats are 
a value: markets report that they 
are moving rapidly. 

Check on smoked meats—you 
will tind some excellent values.

The reinforced concrete “pon- 
toons” weigh about 80,000 tons 
and each is about 360 feet long, 
127 feet wide and, 33 feet high. 
Although they seem as solid as 
the Pyramids, engineers are cer- 
tain they will float when the land 
separating the pit from the Hud- 
son river is breached and the pit 
is flooded. 

The first ef the concrete boxes 
then will be towed by eight sea- 
going tugs 35 miles dewnstream 
to its destination. 

An adaptation to pier construc- 
tion of the float-and-sink eoncrete 


breakwaters used on the Nor- 
mandy beachheads in the last war, 
the boxes were built by the Mer- 
ritt-Chapman & Scott Corp. and 
the Corbetta Construction Co. un- 
der a $5,685,491 contract. 

When in place, the concrete 
boxes will support 80 per cent of 
the dead weight of the pier, with 
the remainder:supported by the 
pilings. Because of their box-like 
construction, they will provide 
basement area for freight storage 
and handling. 

Construction of the pier has 
caused world-wide interest in en- 
gineering circles. Officials from 
nations as far away as Pakistan 


have called at Grassy Point to see 
the construction.

Possum Trot Farm 


Pond as an Example 
Of Biotic Community 


By Leonard Hall 


Doona in our east pasture is a small natural 


pond which stands in a setting cf second growth 

elm and pin oaks, and is grown up around the 

edges in button bush. When we came here six 

years ago it was no 

more than a foot or 

two deep and went 

dry in midsummer; 

but we scooped it out 

with the tractor and 

built a dam some five 

feet high, so that un- 

til this year it has 

held up thrceugh the 

entire season. We've 

never fenced this pond 

and, because of the 

shade, the cattle like 

to stand here on hot 

days. Blue-winged 

teal and brightly col- 

ored wood duck use it 

in spring and autumn, 

seeming to prefer this sheltered bit of water 

among the trees to the open surface of the Big 
Pond. 

Several pairs of red-winged blackbirds make this 
area their summer headquarters, ccntesting for 
nesting territory but gathering to sing in the tree- 
tops. Occasionally a band of American egrets will 
be seen like sentinels, perched in the highest 
branches. Doves water here at sunset all through 
the hot weather and in the marsny ground nearby 
we have twice found nests of the small Sora rail. 
Meadow frogs and muskrats, swift-hunting dragon- 
flies, mud.turtles and water snakes and a few 
hardy bluegill make up the permanent population, 
while tracks of the nccturnal racoon and opossum 
can generally be found around the muddy shore- 
line. All of these, along with many kinds of 
insects in and above the water and such occasional 
visitors as songbirds, make up the animal life of 
a small biotic community. 


* *« * 

THERE ARE OTHER distinguishing features of 
the animal life that uses the pond. Some forms, 
like the bluegill, are permanent residents and are 
totally dependent on the aquatic environment in 
this particular bit of water for their existence. The 
amphibians—turtles, frogs and muskrats—are also 
permanent residents, yet because they can move 
about cn land, they are not irrevocably anchored 
here. Most of the others are transients, either pass- 
ing through on periodic migration or using the 
area to hunt or as a place to nest. 

Although I’ve made no etfort to enumerate the 
many forms cf plant life in and around the pond, 
these too play their part in the biotic community. 
Here are the elms and pin oaks and button bush, 
a thicket of willow and young hickory, rushes and 
grasses and aquatic plants growing within the 
pond boundaries. All of these serve their purpose 
as host and focd for insects and the larger spe- 
cies, as well as providing shelter and cover. Thus 
in this small pond area we see the whole cycle of 
life admirably illustrated. 

ee OR 

THE BASIC RELATIONSHIP between all the 
life forms in the biotic community surrounding 
our woodland pond is a food relationship. Plants 
furnish food for certain of the insects, reptiles, 
fish, birds and animals: and each cf these, in its 
turn, is a food source for one or more of the 
others. The great blue heron standing motionless 
as it waits for an unwary bluegill: the bluegill it- 
self, leaping above the pond surface to capture 
some insect; the dragonfly hunting mosquitoes and, 
in turn, being hunted by the larger birds: the 
wood duck harvesting roots of some water plant— 
all these and many more are examples of inter- 
dependence. And it is in such a place as this 
that we can most easily see the upsets that occur 
when changes take place in the environment. These 
will vary, of course, with the severity of the 
change; yet the balance in the biotic community 
is so delicate that even a slight shifting of forces 
makes a difference. 
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WHAT A SEVERE CHANGE means—one that 
might be comparable to the cutting “of a whole 
forest or the draining and putting to the plow of 
some great marsh land—took place at the woods 
pond last week. We knew the Icng drouth had 
lowered the water almost to the vanishing point, 
bringing in more of the predatory species to take 
advantage of easy hunting. Then one day as we 
came across the field, I noticed a motion in the 
grass ahead of us. We hurried up to find a big 
mud turtle—a formidable-looking fellow which lI 
recognized as a resident of the little pond — 
marching overland toward the creek. He stood 
high on his horny legs, with long neck out-thrust, 
and attacked the tce of my boot savazely with his 
snapping beak when I ventured too close. 
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WE WALKED OVER to the pond and saw the 
other big turtle that lives there just pulling out. 
In the middle of the pond was a mud-hole no 
larger than a wash tub, but the bluegills were all 
gone, doubtless down the gullets of the turtles 
and of hercns and kingfishers. Here, then, was 
an environmental change-which had destroyed the 
very base of the life pyramid in our biotic com- 
munity. With the disappearance of the water, the 
fish vanished. Turtles, frogs, water snakes and 
muskrats beat a retreat to a more favorable en- 
vironment. Water birds will no longer frequent 
the area until there’s been sufficient rain to re- 
fil the pond. Most of the insect life that depended 
on the pond had vanished and, without doubt, the 
insect-eating birds have sought a happier hunting 


ground. 
we. 

AS FAR AS WILDLIFE is concerned—and the 
human species, too, for that matter—the ideal en- 
vironment and condition of life is one where no 
rapid upsets cccur. Under such conditions there 
is an order and an orderliness; a gradual march- 
ing toward a climax which represents the point 
at which the community supports the maximum of 
plant and animal life. This is the ideal; and though 
it is seldom possible of achievement, there are 
many circumstances in which men can knowingly 
work toward this end. It is only by applying our 
intelligence and effort, say many of the ecolo- 
gists, that we can assure continued existence for 
the human race.

He 
campaigned for Irish freedom 
and landed in an English jail. 
Becoming interested in poli- 

tics at home, he ensconced his wife and four children in a 
magnificent mansion in Newport and campaigned for President. 
He was defeated. When Victoria Woodhull, who used to give 
Commodore Vanderbilt stock market tips, was tried for attack- 
ing the reputation of the famed preacher, Henry Ward Beecher, 
he went to her defense, spouting Biblical quotations. His 
vehemence brought imprisonment on an insanity complaint. 
It seemed the blow which soured him. 
RR 
RELEASED, HE ADOPTED the extraordinary title, Great 
American Crank, and moved to a 20-cent room in a Greenwich 
Village flophouse called “Mills Palace.” Daily for more than 
a quarter century afterward, he shuffled to Madison Square, 
sat on a bench and talked to people, mostly children. He was 
a man owning real estate in the, West worth $30,000,000 but he 
entertained derelicts at his Village flophouse with 15-cent 
dinners. 
Still, the children he befriended adored him and when he 
died in 1904, 2000 youngsters attended the services—each 
carrying flowers. Kings have had less homage.

T is the differences between the two sexes that make them 
| sucactive to one another, thus carrying out nature’s pur- 
pose. But, in considering the differences, one is likely to 
think mostly of the physical. Yet there are psychological 
differences that are extremely important and have great 
bearing upon the happiness of the mating. 

One of the greatest mistakes a woman can make, in 
trying to understand and get along with men, is to suppose 
that they are psychologically like herself. She makes this 
mistake in early youth when she first encounters male asso- 
ciates. She sometimes finds them baffling because they 
apparently don’t think as she does. Moreover, girls are prone 
to continue making this error, some of them into old age.

“IT DON’T SEE WHY he should act that way,” a girl 
will complain bitterly. “I wouldn’t do that to him.” Of course 
she wouldn’t. She’d do something else just as ornery, per- 
haps; but it would be different.

The Italian writer, Mrs. Luisa Guarnero, thinks this is 
one of the first things a girl should learn.

But his wife starts fussing over guests as soon as they 
arrive, urging thera to eat or drink or listen to the radio— 
hovering about offering services every minute, afraid they 
won’t be adequately entertained or will go hungry. It makes 
husbands growl, “For heaven’s sake, let the poor guy relax.” 
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FROM INFANCY, the feminine nature is directed more 
toward social relations, toward confidences and friendships, 
Mrs. Guarnero asserts. The woman has an irresistible impulse 
to make known her feelings, tastes, joys and sorrows; to 
analyze her own sentiments and those of everybody else. 

In man’s makeup (again I’m quoting Mrs. Guarnero) 
there is nothing of this sort. They are less communicative. 
Their friendships are based on esteem and common interests, 
rather than the necessity for having someone in whom to 
confide. 

I believe this is interesting to all women, whatever their 
age, for it could help them understand why their men are 
as they are — not as sociable as wives think they should be; 
secretive about the things that are on their minds, and some- 
times seeking solitude. It’s the nature of the beast. Women 
will be happier if they understand man better.

There’s A Great Variety in Omelets 


Here's Good Basic Recipe, Plus Suggested Fillings for Fine Eating

CIENTISTS have exploded the 
§ theory that substantial dishes 

generate heat and that a man 
has to go around all summer try- 
ing to keep alive on lettuce leaves, 
tuna fish salad sandwiches and 
iced tea. There’s a limit to how 
far a man can go on such a diet. 

The same thing applies to 
breakfast, and a man needs a 
hot, substantial breakfast in the 
summertime as much as any other 
time if he hopes to put in a day’s 
work. Too many men spend their 
nights dreaming of a good plate 
of bacon and eggs, only to be 
confronted in the morning with 
a dish of cold cereal and maybe 
a bit of fruit. 

One of the nicest ways to start 
a summer day is with a well- 
madé omelet. For that matter, it 
isn’t a bad way to end a sum- 
mer day either. The omelet is 
almost endless in its variety, and 
when properly composed and 
served is a pleasure to all the 
senses. 

One of the first secrets to 
learn about making an omelet is 
not to try to make it too big. 
No omelet should contain more 
than four eggs. Also, suit the 
size of your skillet to the size 
of your omelet. Never try to 
make a two-egg omelet in a 
huge skillet. It will be flat and 
thin. Conversely, don’t try to 
make a four-egg omelet in a tiny 
frying pan. It will be too deep 
and will be burned on the out- 
side before it is properly done 
on the inside. Heavy cast alumi- 
num makes a good omelet pan 
because it heats evenly. 

For a four-egg affair proceed 
as follows: Beat the eggs lightly, 
just enough to blend the yolks 
and the whites. Then add four 
tablespoons of hot water, half a 
teaspoon of salt and an eighth of 
a teaspoon of pepper.

If you want a delightful sum- 
mer night dish, just try some of 


the following suggestions. Just 
before you fold the omelet, spread 
it with a couple of tablespoons of 
Sweet or sour cream, or grated 
cheese. Or cooked, diced bacon, 
or chicken which has been cooked 
and chopped. 


The same can be done with 
fish which has been flaked and 
creamed. Or ham chopped or cut 
in narrow strips. -Minced, cooked 
kidneys make a wonderful filled 
omelet. As‘do lobster, shrimp or 
crab meat which has been cooked, 
cut up and creamed or heated a 
few minutes in butter. 


Also there are mushrooms which 
have been sauted in butter (you 
can get them in cans), or little

a Spanish omelet. Like this: 
Cook a tablespoon of finely 
chopped onions and a tablespoon 
of finely cut red or green pepper 
in a couple of tablespoons of but- 
ter. Then add one and a fourth 
cups of tomatoes and cook the 
works until the moisture is pretty 
well gone. Add a tablespoon of 
sliced mushrooms, a tablespoon 
of capers, a fourth of a teaspoon 
of salt and a few grains of cay- 
enne pepper.

This effort is trying and the child soon tires. When he 
begins slapping his food with the spoon, pouring it down on 
the dog’s back, it is time to take the spoon from him and 
finish feeding him so that he gets enough nourishing food on 
time,

SOME AUTHORITIES on child care suggest that a trayful 
of various foods be placed before a young child and that he 
be allowed to eat what he likes on the idea that children 
naturally select what their bodies need, 


That may work for some children, but I doubt that it is 


sound practice for many of them. I know a child who would 
eat fruit and nothing else. Another would stop with the milk. 
I cannot accept the: notion that fruit, or meat, or milk as a 
sole diet for_a little child is the best he can get. 

Somehow I still cling to the notion that a mixed diet for 
children who have reached the stage of growth where a mixed 
diet is necessary is the best sort for them and that their 
mothers, who feed them, are likely to note what, they eat 
and how much, and that the physicians in charge of them 
know what diet is best for them. I cannot accept: that all 
children are fit to select their own diets.

THE LITTLE ONES must learn to feed themselves, but 
their mothers will have to continue, with the help of their 
physicians, to select the dfet for them. In the beginning the 
child should be allowed to give himself a spoonful of food 
when he indicates that he is ready to try. His hand will. not 
move in a straight line to his mouth at first. He may land 
the spoonful in his ear but that does not matter. Guide his 
hand, let him try again, and be ready and watchful to take 
over before he gets too tired. | 

When introducing new foods begin with just a taste, 
without emphasizing the newness. If the child spits it out 
let it go at that. Skip a day and try again. In time the child 
will accept it if this gradual approach is used. 

It is not wise, usually, to fill a child’s dish. Give him a 
little at a time until he gets all he needs. Give him time, but 
not too much time, and feed him according to his needs, re- 
membering that these differ with each child’s bodily require- 
ments and that the family physician will advise about his diet. 
I doubt an infant's ability to do this for himself.

HE present cast of “What's 
New?” includes Billie Hales, 
comedienne from DuQuoin, 
Iil., who has been in show busi- 
ness since age 9, and in this revue 
does a hilarious take-off of the 
'20s; singers Elise Rhodes, who 
was in the London company of 
“Oklahoma,” and Hal Hackett, 
formerly of “Lend An Ear”; danc- 
ers Riehard Goltra, who has ap- 
peared in movies, and Doris 
Schmitt, who was in “Pal Joey”;

O show your own suit in re- 

sponse to partner’s opening 

suit-bid, count your high 
cards as usual and add one point 
for very card over four in your 
trump suit, and ohe for every 
card over three in any of the 
other suits. 

A suit takeout at the one-level 
—the one-over-one principal— 
is the cheapest bid possible and 
therefore has the lowest point- 
requirement. You need (as a mini- 
mum) only five points for this 
one-level takeout, so, for example, 
it is proper to bid one spade 
over partner’s one heart, one dia- 
mond or one club opening, on five 
spades headed by the ace, with 
nothing else of value in the hand. 
However, since your one-Over-one 
is forcing, you might also have 
as many as 17 or 18 points for 
the same initial response. 

To take partner out with a 
lower-ranking suit, increasing the 
level of bidding, requires at least 
10 points.

There are probably not many 
players who, in West's position 
below, would come up with the 
play to defeat the opposing game 


contract. 
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With both sides vulnerable at 
rubber bridge, South dealt and 
bid a diamond, West jump-over- 
called in hearts, North bid his 
spades, and East passed. South 
then bid three no-trump, despite 
his four spades, because he want- 
ed to protect his heart king from 
a lead-through, and because he 
felt that a 10-trick contract at 
spades might be too high. 

As it happened, West could 
have upset the applecart right at 
the go, by leading the heart ace, 
but he wasn’t that second-sighted 
—he led the jack. Dummy’s blank 
queen won, and South led a dia- 
mond to his hand so as to return 
a spade toward dummy. This 
would have been highly effective 
except for one thing: West dis- 
carded his ace of spades on the 
diamond = 

That, as will be seen on short 
inspection, was the death-knell of 
the contract.

NEVERTHELESS, just as long 
as there are any restrictions on 
the import of cheese in any 
form into the United States, 
we are technically under the 
charge of violating a solemn 
and international agreement. I 
would not think the amount of 
cheese made in this country 
would be seriously hurt by the 
amount we import. 

I am an ordinary homemak- 
er and I buy a fair amount of 
cheese, particularly when my 
household is large as it is in 
summer. In many cases I pre- 
fer the domestic cheeses, but 
every now and then for a 
change I will buy imported 
cheeses, and I like to be able 
to do s0. 

For instance, I prefer import- 
ed gruyere to American gru- 
yere. I do not see why a prod- 
uct such as cheese, which we 
do not yet produce to a great 
extent, should be excluded by 
restrictions. We can develop 
the industry slowly and stead- 
ily, realizing that our home 
market will increase as we pro- 
duce better cheese. 

There also has been great ex- 
citement in Switzerland over 
the threat of increasing our 
tariffs on Swiss watches. Swiss 
labor is concerned and has ap- 
pealed to labor unions of this 
country. 

* ,* 

PERHAPS it is impossible for 
us to keep our tariffs down 
and benefit our own watchmak- 
ing industry as much as we 
would like to do. But that in- 
dustry is not very large in this 
country, either, and I think we 
have to look at this whole ques- 
tion from the broad point of 
view of industry as a whole 
rather than from the narrow 
view of this or that small in- 
dustry. |

| Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


Setting Posts, 


NE reason why politicians are 
CO always running home to re- 

pair fences is that fences are 
usually in pretty sad condition 
end one cause for this is the man- 
ner in which the fence posts, or 
any wood post for that matter, has 
been set in the ground. 

If you want a post to last, start 
it off right by coating the end 
that’s going to be underground 
with a wood preservative such as 
creosote. Go up with the preserv- 


ative about six inches or so above 
ground level just to be on the 
safe side. 

Now while you're waiting for 
the creosote or what ever wood 
eer you happened to use 

to sink in, dig the hole for the 

Siar Make it deep enough so 
that the post will get good sup- 
port and place a flat stone or 
brick at the base of the hole for 
the post to rest on. The idea here 
is that the stone or brick will 
prevent the end of the post ab- 
sorbing. moisture out of the earth 
and also from sinking into soft 
ground, Put a few small rocks or 
stones around the base of the 
post after it’s in place and then 
pack in the soil. 

Some people set posts in a con- 
crete foundation but this isn't 
such a good idea because when 
the post expands it will crack the 
concrete and allow water to get to 
the base of the post where it will 
start to decay.

HERE are two main kinds of 

hockey. One is known as ice 

hockey, the other as field 
hockey. 

In North America, field hockey 
is chiefly a sport of women, but 
in Europe it is followed widely 
by men. It is an older form of 
hockey than ice hockey. 


A curved stick, very much like 


‘|that used for ice hockey, is em- 


ployed in field hockey. The 
leather-covered ball has a weight 
of about five and a half ounces, 
and is about the size of a baseball.

A FULL-SIZED field hockey 
field has almost the same area 
as a football field. Smaller fields 
are used for “junior” games. 

As in American football, the 
standard field hockey team has 11 
players. These include five for- 
wards, three halfbacks, two full- 
backs and a goal keeper. Umpires, 
linesmen and scorekeepers main- 
tain order in the contests and 
keep track of the scores. 
Upright posts exist at each end 
of the field, with crossbars be- 
tween them. The crossbars are 


seven feet above the ground. The
